Spanish AuLliorltlea Happj. 


A report from Washington saya that 


nrhile^Minister Dupuy deLorne declined to 
peak about the Bermuda's seizure, It was 
earned, however, that tlie Spanish au- 
horities there attach more importance to 
ilonday night's results than to anything 
et arcompllshed. 
For at least a month they have spared 


no efforts to circumvent the departure of 
filibusters o? the shipment of arms to 
-Cuba, and every man -who escaped from 
the foundering of the Hawkins off Long 
Island have been unceasingly "spotted" 
by tha Pinkerions. 


General Caliito Garcia, who led the 


Hawkins expedition, has been most closely 
•watched from day to day, and spies have 
accompanied him to Philadelphia and 
other places which he visited, it is claimed, 
to secure support for another expedition.' 


The Spanish legation, it is said, was 


fully Informed that the men from the 
Hawkins were held in daily readiness to 
re-embark, and extraordinary precautions 
were taken to defeat them. 


When the Bermuda was secured the ef- 


forts of the detectives were redoubled, and 
it is believed the Spanish 
authorities 


hnd no doubt that her departure would be 
prevented 
if the - co-operation of 
the 


United States officials could be secured. 
. 


The Spaniards are particularly elated 


over the success of their agents, as it was 
understood by them that the Bermuda 
would enable the Cubans to fit out u 
formidable force in the eastern part of tho 
island just when, it is claimed, General 
Weyler's active campaign is beginning to 
make the situation extremely critical.

selfish us possible. If Indifferent, sleep 
crosswise, VfJth the head banging over Into 
tbo alslo. 


2. I bavo devoted some thought to tho 


proper method of changing trains.

system which I liavo observed to bo most 
popular with travelers of my own class is 
something as follows: Suppose thnt you 
havo been told on leaving New York thnc 
you nro to change nt Kansas City. Tho 
evening boforo approaching Kansas City 
stop tbo conductor In tbo aislo of thu car— 
you can do this boft by putting out your

change at Kansas City. Dcn't bo satisfied 
with this. In tho course of tlio evening 
pass through tJio ontira train from time to 
time aud Bay to pooulo casually, "Ob, can 
you toll mo If I ciiaugo at Kansas CltyF" 
Ask tho conductor about It a few moro 
times In tho ovoniug. A repetition of tho 
riueot.-rju wlll Insui'o pleasant personal re- 
lations with him. 
BuCoro falling nsleop 


watcb for his passage and ask him through 
tho curtains of yuur berth, "Oh, by tho 
way, 
did you say I changed at Kansas 


City?" If ho refuses to stop, book him by 
tbo nock with your walking stick and 
draw him goutly to your bodsklo. In tho 
morning whon tho tralu stops and a inim 
calls, "Kansas City — nil uhougel" ap- 
proach tho conductor again aud say, "Is 
this Kausas City?" Don't bo discouraged 
at his answer. Pick yourself up and go 
to tho other end of tho car and say to thu 
brakcman, "Do you know, Kir, If this Is 
Kansas City?" Don't bo too easily con- 
vinced.

They 
do this, I bollovo, to murk which onos 
they like best.

tho car, But I noticu, wltb pain, that tho 
systoin is fraught with much trouble for 
tho conductors. Tho task of crushing .two 
or throe passongurs together Lu order to 
reach ovar them and stick o ticket into 
tbo chinks of a silk skullcap, is embarrass- 
ing for a conductor of relluad feelings. 
It 


would bo simpler if the conductor should 
carry a 6inall hammer and a packet of 
sbinglo nails and nail tho paid up passon- 
gor to tho back of tho Boat, or, butter still, 
lot tbo conductor carry u small poc of paint 
and a brush and mark tbo passongers lu 
such a way that bo cannot easily mistake 
them. Iu tho caso of buldbuadcd passen- 
gers tho hats might be politely removed 
and rod crosses palnlod on tho crauiums. 
This will Indicate that thoy aro bald. 
Through passengers might bu distinguish- 
ed by a complete ooac of paint. In tbo 
hands of a iuau of las to mucb might bo 
effected by a little er°upiDB "£ palutod 
passengers and tho leisure tlma of tho con- 
ductor agroonbly occupied. 


4. I havo observed, in traveling in tho 


west, that tho Irregularity of railroad ac- 
cidents is a fruitful causo of complaint. 
The frequent disappointment of the hold- 
ers of accident policy tickets on western 
roads In leading to widespread probost. 
Certainly tho conditions of -travel In tho 
west nro altering rapidly, and accidents | 
can no longer be relict! upon. 
This Is j 


deeply to bo regret-ted, in so much ns, upart ' 
from, accidents, tho tiokots may bo said to i 
bo practically valueless. I was brought In 
contact with ono vory sad caso of a man 
whoso mother-in-law had safely arrived in 
Denver from tho wosj almost on tbo same 
day that his flvo surviving sons arrived in 
safety from St. Louis. Tho caso was a 
peculiarly distressing ono, since for soino 
time tho unfortunate man had found his 
golo means of support In sending his boys 
up and down over this route.—Stephen 
Leaoock In Truth.

Mr. Teller (Rep.. Colo.) took offense at 


Morrlll'g remark that there was not a Re- 
publican majority, saying that it was the 
attempt of Mr. Mori-Ill to read the silver 
Republicans out ot tlia party. Ho notified 
that senator that he and his colleagues, 
•who believed in Lhe caiiiie oC silver, had 
been us zealous and worked as long in the 
Republican party as the senator from 
Vermont or his colleagues.
